Terrible Accident on the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul Railroad. 

St. Pav, Minn., Sept. 19.—A special to 
the Evening Dispatch from Dubuque says: 
The north bound and south-bound passen- 
ger trains on the Chicago, Milwaukee & 
St. Pau! railroad collided at a sharp curve 
inthe road just north of te city limits 
about six o’clock this morning, while going 
at a speed of twenty miles an hour. Ths 
two engines were smashed into one shape- 
less mass and several of the cars were tel- 
escoped and wrecked. The engineers and 
firemen of both trains were k'lled, three 
of them instantly, and the othor injured 
so that he died in a few hours.

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THE CHINESE CONCESSION. 


AN AMERICAN SYNDICATE'S CON- 
TRACT WITH CHINA. 





The London Standard Declares That Fore 
eign Capitalists Stand Aghast at the 
Magnitude of the Concession—What 
They Are so Faras Definitely Settled. 
Lonpon, Sept. 23.—The Standard prints 

a long dispatch from Shahghai, concerning 
the American invasion of Chin® In speak- 
ing of the extent of the concessions obtained 
the dispatch says: ‘The result unratified so 
far by the American syndicate, although 
finally accepted by the Chinese viceroy, is 
practically as follows: 

A loan of two and a half million taels, or 
over half a million pounds at three per cent. 
has already been contracted to be advanced 
by the syndicate to the imperial board of 
Telegraphs, the syndicate to supply all ma- 
terials and to fix up a new long distance 
telephone system between the principal open 
ports. In addition to this another of a mil- 
lion taels, or two hundred thousand pounds, 
is contracted to be advanced so the Viceroy 
for some purpose not mate public, but 
which, for convenisnes, is eniled “special 
purposes, ” 

“These are the'concessions so far definitely 
settled. Hut those following, viz: The ten- 
tative propositions ani by far the most im- 
portant are, first, the establishment of what 


Chinese funds witha stupendous capital, 
nostly, however, Americau money. This 
institution is to have peculiar and execlu- 
sive rights, monopolies and various other 
like considerations from the imperial gov- 
ernment. It is agreed and covenanted that 
it will supply, 
tire finances of the imperial and provincial 
government, colizct and disburse ths entire 
imperial treasury funds, provide the sinews 
of war for all such measures of the govern- 
ment as the building, 
maintenance of forts, flests, arsenals, na- 
vies, guns, railways, telegraphs, canals, etc., 
throughout the empire. 

‘It will provide for the army, the drainage, 
river improvemants, ani to put it briefly, 
everything for which the government of 
suchacountry as China requires money. 
The bank will have the exclusive right to 
coin all money and issue notes, and it is ia- 
tended.as preliminary to these nding 
operations that this iustitution should estab- 
lish branches in al! Chinese cities of import- 
ance, as well as in many cities on the other 
four continents with which China has diplo- 
matic or commercial relations. London, 
Paris, New York an Philadelphia are to be 
the chief foreign centers. In short, its 
operations are to bo endless. There is no 
doubt that China wants money and is most 
anxious to yet all she can, but it is hard to 
believe that the viceroy will hand his coun- 
try so compietely over to tho Americans as 
this scheme would lead one to suppose. The 
loans alrea.ly successfully nozotiated by the 
syndicate have been made in a way new to 
China, i. @., without having obtained the 
imperial decree, a fact whick does not tend 
to lessen the astonishment with which the 
entire scheme filled the country. Strange 
to say, there is no mention made yet of the 
security to be given by China to the Amer- 
icaus for their money for the new bauk, 
which will have even more important 
functions towards China than the Bank of 
England towards England, 

“The eatire basis of the concessions is 
very peculiar and the tide of public opinion 
here is against the project. However much 
we may stand in awe of its overwhelming 
proportion-, the censors have apparently 
been thrown into consternation by this most 
daring move of the party of progress, 
headed by Li Hung Chang and the Marquis 
Tseng, and they have not yet memoralized 
the throne against it, although it is believed 
that the syndicate will have to fight the 
prejudices of these most potent forces in the 
realm. That the imperial treasury, despite 
the vast resources of the country, isin a 
crippled conditisn is shown by the fact that 
ouly last week a loan of over half a million 
pounds had to be borrowed froma French 
syndicate for carrying on the imperial 
household. There are many other rich syn-. 
dicates in China, French and German prin- 
cipally, and they, along with various for- 
eign banks, stand aghast at the magnitude 
of the American coup.”

RicuMmonD, Va., Sept. 23.—Governor Le> 
has received a letter from Jefferson Davis 
in response to one from the governor of re- 
cent date inviting Mr. Davis to be present 
at the laying of the cornerstone of the R. E. 
Lee monument, on October 27. Mr. Davis 
says: “It has been my hope and expecta- 
tion to be present, if possible, whenever the 
cornerstone should be laid of the monument 
in commemoration of my friend and com- 
patriot, Robert E. Lee.” Continuing, Mr. 
Davis says if his health permits he is pledged 
to attend areunion of ex-Confederate sol- 
diers who are to gather from all portions of 
the south at Macon, Ga., on October 2. 
The presence of Confederate soldiers being 
the prominent features of both these occa- 
sions should not, he adiis, ‘“‘be diminished by 
division, as must necessarily be the case un- 
less your suggestion be practicable to change 
the date of one or the other eo that it may 
be possible for the soldiers to attend both.” 
Arrangements have been projected for 
making the laying of the cornerstone of the 
Lee monument an interesting event.

Nails driven 
an oak tree were not 2 cure, but a pre- 
ventive against toothache. A halter 
which had served to hang a criminal 
withal, when bound round the temples, 
was found an infallible remedy for 
headache. A_ still more efficacious 
remedy was found, of course, in the 
‘moss’? growing on a human skull, 
which moss was dried and pulverized 
and then taken by way of cephalic 
snuff. A dead man’s hand could dis- 
pel'tumors of the glands by stroking 
the parts nine times; but the hand of a 
man who had been ent down from the 
eallows-tree was, we need not say, # 
remedy infinitely more efficacious.
